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PREFACE 


The historical revolutioti which, beginntng on January 
30thj 1933, wrought itself out thenceforth in the public 
life of the Reich beforc the eyes of the worid, bas a signi- 
Eicaitcc and bearing not immediately to be plumbed and 
measured. This event rightly bears the name of the 
German Revolution, for it has to do, indeed* with a 
Revolution in values, with the ovcvEhrow of an entirc 
world of thought which up to that date had been accepted 
as a matter of course by the German people. 

The Revolution was aehieved with a celeiity hitheito 
unknown, at least in political mattere, in German public 
life. Its effects have placcd the economieal, cuhurab and 
political life of the natton on an entnely new basis, Not 
qnly has the mental Outlook of i<)e 8, 011c quitt alicn to 
German naturc, been given up, but thosc who had it, both 
individual* and parties, have had eo abandon public life 
in lavour of new T men and -new ideas, 

The sheer speed by which the Revolution was carried 
out, and the self-cvirience with which it was accepted by 
the broad masscs of the German people, have caused its 
effects to penetrate so dceplv into the national consdous- 
ncss, that 310 one in Germany to-day dreams but they are 
irrevocable and have come to stay. 

Once more Ehe Government Stands at the head of the 
country as the strong somree of its will. Gurren ts o£ ficesh 
energy and Resolution flow the nee throughout the mass of 
the people, to the very last village and the very last man, 
On aeCQunt of the great rate at which the German 
Revolution went through, rhe Contemporary onlooker 
may have Lost, somewhat, clear perctption as to how these 
historical events are brought about, That w’hich yesterday 
was paradox, has becoine a triviality to-day. Things un- 
t Inn kable, chimerical but a few months ago, are become 
to-day mere matters of course, about which no one makes 
any further ado, 

The idea of thi$ book is to offer a summary of the 
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historical happen ings in Germ&ny dnring iggs and the 
beginning of 1933, in the form of a diary. The author had 
neithcr the wish nor the power to write a comprehensive 
objective history of so significant a period For Gcrmany, 
He stood then r and still Stands,, in the midst o£ evcnis. He 
was called upon to take an active part in them. Lt was 
neither hi$ temperament nor his wish to watch their 
sequence froni out the quiet o£ the profcssional study, or 
to treat them in an impersonal and neutral manner, From 
the very outset he actively espoused them r and Furt bered 
them with all bis might and main, so that they might be 
bro ught ah out. 

He who takes up this book tooking for a history, in the 
ordinary acceptance of the word, will seek it there in vaän. 
All jnscribed in tliese pages was jotted down in the hurry 
and Hurry of the day, and often by night. It bears evidente 
of the shocks and fierce emotions aroused by the events 
recorded, which carried everyone away who actively took 
part in them. It ts strongly coloured by the passions of 
the mornent, and deeply unpressed by them. 

God's hand has been upon it all. He has visibly dirccted 
the Leader and his Movement. Only the Luihless afiirm 
that it has been luek which has favoured us. In rcality, 
General von Moltke's saying, “In the long run it is only 
the clever man Who is luck} 1 , 1 ' applies to the Leader and 
hts Party That which had long been preparingj, and 
which had groivn organically, broke forth Uke a torrent on 
Jamiary goth, 193g, onwards, and swept over the wliole 
country, 

The German Revolution has imposed personal and 
material saerükes on leaders and men, of which the public 
up to now has no idea. The peaceful unrolling of events 
Often leath those who took no pari in them to suppose that 
power feil into our laps like fruit, with out us doing any- 
thing about it- This supposition is unfbrtunatc, in that 
it ignores the wealth or sacriftce which the Movement, 
following its own cotnpuLion, was bound to exatt, and 
might even lead to the idea that we had not really deserved 
to conie to power. 

The express purpose of this book is to dispose of such 
errors once and for all. The unprejudked reader will 
come to the condusion that if anyoue* we National 
Socialists, and norm olhers, had a just daim to power, and 
that e very thing that took place was a natural comequence 
of the uiialtcrable laws of higher historical development. 
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The adversaries of the National Socialist Movement never 
wearied, vvhen oppostd to us, of trying to drive a wedge 
biitween the Leader and his original colleagues. From 
their point of view this was easily to be understood, They 
wete not so i'oolish as not to know that their only chance of 
deflecting the Movement from its objects, and of ruining it 
at leiigth, lay in breaktng up the community of National 
Social ist leadership. 

It was seIdom that the men round Adolf Hitler elected 
to light the ad versa 17 with his own weapons. They knew 
only tt>o well they could not put a stop to the campaign of 
i'u-.a in the Press by so doing; however deop they might 
have to wade in the tnud themselves there was one thing 
-.«j sacred nobody dared impugn it, but which they would 
■ h 1 Ly openly profess under strong inducement, i.e. their 
mishakable love, Fidelity, and devotion to the Ijcader, 

They feit themselves one with the political troops en- 
rmsLed to their guidance, They shared their sacrifices, 
and shared their blind devotion for the man to whom they 
had given Ehemselves, and to whose hands tiicy hoped to 
i'oiihde the German Nation. 

This book is a monwnent to the Party in its great 
’.irugglc, and to the "Sturm Abteilung'* (S.A., Storm 
Troops), It ofTers more to the ivorld than could be 
g.11 bered from anv erection of stone or mavble,

Tbc fact that lS.A. men are being ateompanied home by 
their comradcs, sincc they would bc shot if they wem 
ahme, is represented in thc Press as an armect attack on the 
part of our men.

News froin Berlin; there 
is a tendency to sacriike Brünitig. Grüner is advanced to 
save the System. 1 The Government is much rmstaken if 
it imagincs we are taken in. 

There is a good deal of dissension in the departmental 
Conferences, Everybody is nervous and overstrung. 

In the aftemoon more Speeches and debates, Telephone 
caJb from Berlin, the Party is restless and strung up but 
awaits evencs in silence.

It is marvellous 
to note horv surely and cnerringly the Leader adjusts hirnseif 
to Corning power. He has not the slightest doubt about it, 
but speaks, ac;ts, and fecls as if it were ul ready mm. Tliis 
confidencc of his imparts a wondcrful fecling of sccurity 
to everyone about him. Without the I.eader the whole 
National Socialist Movement w r ould be unthinkable, 

In the evening he goes over the whole position again with 
District Leaders. He makes no secret of its seriousness. 
But he expresses conviction that w r e can become masters 
of it with cnergy and care.

Motored to Königsberg, 

In East Prussia our affairs are going well, The “ Haus 
der Technik ” packed. I am in form again, My machinery 
goes at full speed, 

Back to Berlin at night. Read papers and mail in the 
train. 

In the morning the conductor comes into the com part¬ 
ment and rouses me, I had fallen asleep over my work. 
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We hold a council with our lawyers and resolve to bring 
an action against the Reich, But all this h by the way. 
The chief thing is to come off victorioua in the stmggle in 
Prussia. 

April rfiiA, 193s, 

We have not enough motiey to enable us to make Propa¬ 
ganda on a large scale. The Leader hus müde a Suggestion 
as to an armistice with the parties, induding the Wirt¬ 
schaftspartei, wliich is to last uiuil April ?4th. One need 
not hope much froin i(. a but anyhow it would affurd us a 
little breathing space. 

Düring our couucil upstairs, a detective confiscates my 
car parked in front of the hotel entrance. That is too much 
of a good thing, and I thoroughly lose my temper. Regard- 
less of consequcnees I rreate a scenc in public in front of the 
Kaiserhof, sliout at the Marxist deteetbe, and ineüe the 
mob against die Government, with the result that an order 
comes through from the Police Headquarters to leave my 
car alone I 

In the evening the Leader pays us a visit and leaves for 
Munich directly aftenvards. 

The Sportpalast is closed 1 by the poliee. 

We have never seeti the Hall so crammcd and packed 
before, ^Ve have mvented a new trick. Brüning has 
dccltned a public debate in spite of my repeated challenges. 
\V r e have tnerefore managed to have records made of his 
broadcast address at Königsberg. We set these going at 
the beginning of our meeting in the Sportpalast and thcrc- 
upon proceed to wipe the floor with him !

Gröner. So things are starting up already. Wc are real ly 
glad of it. The Party must absolutdy hold Ets tongiic. Wc 
must appear quite disinterested.

Arrrve at Nurembcrg, I f phonc through to Berlin at 
once, The easc against me has been dropprd with out my

The others are already floundering 
into our nets. 

At midnight we s troll back to our hotel through the 
silent streets of Nu re mb erg. 

May 4 th, 1932. 

From Nuremberg we rnotor to Munich.. The way is 
bright and sun-smitten, The air is as clcar as crystaL 

Tn Munich it is cvcrlastingly raining. 

I discuss with the staff changes in our Propaganda 
Department. For the next few months the mam bürden 
of the work will re st on the Propaganda. Our tedmique 
bas to bc worked out to the mirmbest particular. Qnly the 
most up-to-date and expert methods will hclp us to victory, 
New dtfhcuUies ave always cropping up, as only very fcw 
realize what is real ly in the wind. The Zentrum is secking 
to get into touch with the Leader, but he is making hi in seif 
particularly ctusive. 

In Munich I hold a lew Conferences, and tlicn am off to 
the mountains. 

A report corncs from Berlin that somc of HLiiert tnines 
are beginning to cxplode.

The first to bc blown up must be 
Grüner, and aftcr him Brüning. 

On tlie way to Berchtesgaden wc meet with storm and 
rain. High up on the mountains with the Leader wc leel 
at home again. 

May Cyth, 193?. 

Read, argued, and studied all day long 011 Thursday* 
Lovely sunshinc on, the mountains. Wc are hatching new 
Publicity plans. 

In the evening the Leader betomes rcmimsccnt. He left 
home at seventeen in order to bccomc an architect, Aftcr- 
vrards hc disappeared for fourtcen ycai^s. Düring the war 
nobody rcceivcd a single Word from him. At last, in 192 ]» 
hc retumed to bis sister in Vienna. What heroisin to

On Friday morning papers come from Berlin They 
are full of fault’Unding and guesswork. Wc do not let 
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Lhem disturb our pcace, but go on sunning ourselves here, 
until a sudden *phonc call puts an end to thts idyll. The 
bomb has cxploded. The Minister of Economy has tendered 
bis resignation, and Grüner and Brüning are tottering to 
their fall. So that’s the end of things here. The Leader 
must return to Berlin immediately, On the way wc scheine 
out daring things, We are gucsts of tlic Leader for an 
hour at Munich, and leave for Berlin by the night train, 

Wc hold trcmcndüus private confabulations in sleepers; 
how liulc the conductor dreams what they ave all ahout I 

May 1932. 

On Saturday the delegates come and give us some 
Information. The Leader has an important interview with 
Schleicher in tEie presente of a lew gcntleinen of the 
President's immediate circle. 

All goes well. The Leader has spoken decisively. 
Brüning's fall is expected short ly. The President of the 
Reich will withdraw bis confidence in him, 

The plan is to constitute a Prcsidcntial Cabinet. The 
Reichstag will be dissolved. Repressive «nactments are to 
bc cancclled. Wc shall be free to go ahead as we like, and 
mcan to outdo ourselves in regard to propaganda. 

We require a weck for pre paration* The election 
campaign must be sharp and short. We shall emplöy 
squadrons of aeroplanes to work onc province aftcr the other. 
This at least is our intention, How odd it sccm$ that 
nobody as yet has the slightest preVisionleast o£ all 
Brüning hirnsdf. We are immensely keyed up, but doubt- 
ful stillt If things turn out according to cxpectations our 
agents, headed by the Chief of Staff Röhtn, have acquitted 
themselvcs in a master!y manner. 

We delifjeratc long as to tvhere the Leader had best 
betake bimself. Hc had better not stay on in Berlin for 
the present,. The husiness must be speeded up so as not 
to allow the Reichstag any chancc tu dcclare confidence 
in Brüning. As Jong as Hitler is in Berlin, Brüning T s 
suspidons are alive, and he may hit on the correct 
expianation of the sigm. 

So away from Berlin ! Late in the evening we leave for 
SeveritYs faim in Mecklenburg. The Leader quits Berlin 
as sccretly as he came. 

Arrive at tsvo o'clock at night. I have not been hcie for 
quite a hing time, and de light in the rural peace of its wlde 
lields and pastures. 
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Sleep far into the moming on Sunday and then jog 
throuch the woods in a diar-a-banc. On the way we outline 
rough 1 v plans for the nexc. Reichstag eleccion campaign. 
It must be our greatest suecess. Once the S A. Is on the 
niarch again in the Er brown shirts, dijcouragement v'i 11 be 
overcome, and the enemy will go down.

We discuss the date of the elections and the 
Prussian Problem. We should all prefer July 3rd, and as 
we cannot and will not take any responsibility upon our- 
sclves in Prussia before the election, a General Rcich's 
Comtnissioncr is to be apj^ointed therc. In any case we 
have to take entire responsibility, or none at all. 

The Leader and I address thirty thousand at Waren in 
the aFternoon. The largest assembly ever witnessed in 
Mecklenburg, That ends the election campaign. We 
drive through the mihi su[inner evening baek to Berlin 
via Rheinsbcrg, The Leader ’phones up General Schleicher.

After the first rebuff the Sociaüsts and Communists are 
in Spirits again. The provinces are pTeparing for an attack, 
1f it were not for 11$ it would only be a matter of a very 
short time when the Bois he v ist revolution would break out, 
But there is really no objcct in coming to the assistance of 
böu igeois-minded politicians. Tliey do notlung but find 
opportun ities to mnke fresh blunders. 

The Leader oonfers with Von Papen. He takes bim 
seriously to task about his misgi vings, Deraands the reversal 
of the S.A. prohibition more urgent ly than ever. 

At noon he leaves Berlin again by aeroplane, l motor to 
Caputh and weite a savage article against the Cab inet under

Indignation at the procrastinatfon of this Government is 
increasfng all over the oountry, The resentment is especi 
ally directed against the Minister of Interior, Von Gayl,

prohibition as losig as possiblc. So away with bim ; oppnse 
him I 1 agree with Goering in all cssentials, and as to what 
should be done, 

Strasser broadcasts. To my notion not aggressively 
enough. 

The Oppasitio-n Press describes this speech as " polidcally 
clever.“ That really is the most damning verdict a man 
can i mag ine. 

In the evening I enter a large restaurant in the Potsdamer 
Platz, accompanied by forty to fifty S.A. Icaders wearing 
full uniform, in spite of the prohibition.

Ouce more etcrnally on the move, Work has to bc donc 
Standing, walk ing, driving, flying, The most urgent Con¬ 
ferences are held on the stairs, i ji the hall, at the door, or 
on the way to the Station, It nearly drives one out of one’s 
senses. Onc is canicd by train., motor car and acroplane 
criss-cross through Germany. Onc arrives at a towti half an 
hour bei'ore the beginning of a meeting or sometimes eveu 
later, goes up to the platform and speaks, 

The audience general ly has no idea of what the Speaker 
has already gone through during the day before hc delivers 
his address in the evening. Many of them. surdy, tmagine 
that he has nothing to do but tnake Speeches 1 1 hey mis- 
judge him if he is tired or not quite in form. They regret 
chat bis oration leaves something to be desired, that he is not 
particulai Ly witty, and tliat Ins ehoice of words is not happy. 
And in the meantime he is struggling with the heat, to lind 
the right Word* with the sequence of a thought, with a 
voice that is growing hoarse, with unfortunate aooustics, 
and with the bad air that reaches him from the tightly 
acked audience of thousands of people. And then some 
right pen-püsher, stuck in some obscure corner at the mcct- 
ing, making an occasional jotting, presumes the next day 
(with a warning fnrefinger) to regret that the Speaker lackcd 
his aoeustomed fire 1 T’he critic has never observ r ed this 
brilliancc when it was present, but never falls to draw 
attention to its absence. 

To Hamburg by train. From Hamburg to Kiel on bad 
roads in a prehistoric car. The only sadslaction is the 
Chance of having a two hours' talk with honest Schleswig- 
Holstein partisans, 

At Kiel the whole toivn displays our Hags. The large 
hall is packed ivith fiftcen thousand people. The heat is 
tremendous, and one has to pull orjeself together lest onc 
should break down in the middle of the speech.

But herc also audatity carries the day. The noisiest 
brawlcrs disperse the moment Ehe car Starts. And then we 
drive on through the strccts with increasing speed, Police-“ 
nicn stand about, with their h&rids in. their pockets, indiffer- 
cntly. When we ask them the whcrcabouts of our meeting- 
place their only aus wer is a shnig of the shoulders, It is a 
miracte that we get through unhurt* 

The meeting-place lies on a hill with a wood in the back- 
ground.

T he Govern¬ 
ment is completely inaetive, lts only answer to the “ bloody 
Surtday ” at Altona is to tssue a prohibition to hold further 
meetings. This meam. for example, tliat women arc not. to 
frequent the Street? in any numbers, so that thosc incliucd 
to commit tndeCcnt assaulls, forsooth, shoidd not be tempted 
to offend. This Government punishes good and bad, decem 
folk and ne'cr-do-wells, supporters of State and destroyers of 
State, with the same stupid and thoughtless severity. A 
hopeless casc !

That 
would be to declarc an exceptional Situation in Berlin 
Brandenburg, Grzesinski, Weiss and Heimannsberg 
arrested. They tender a cowardly resignation and are there- 
upon rdeased.

The square in front of the castle at Gotha is ftlled with

We drive back again immediatdy aftcr the speech. Again, 
through endl ess groups of Communists tili we are nearSy in 
sight of Weimar* At live o 1 clock we are back in Berlin. 
At t.hiü moment the Reichswehr marches into the Capital, 
armoured cars and machine-guns, A reassuring sight, 

The Situation is gnod. Peace and order safeguarded, 
There is no longer fear of imtnediate danger. 

July 2ist, lyjjs. 

Everything goes smoothly. The "Reds" are done away 
with, Their organ i za Lions offer no resistance, The Achi¬ 
ll hr Abendblatt is suppressed. A few police and lord- 
lieutenants are removed from their pösts. The general strike 
is suppressed, Although rumoms are afluat of an impending 
insurrection of the Reichsbanner, all this is only childish 
nonsensc.

Late in the evening the Leader addresses an audience of 
130,000 at the Grunewald Stadion.

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Wäsh thc Leader to come to Berlin, but don’t know how 
things should procccd i£ he did. The Chief cf Staff went 
to see Schleicher and Papen, cautiously to find out how 
matters stand; he reports to me for the Leader on whose 
arrival this evening* and to whom T I am to cxplain the 
Situation, Evetyone declarcs that he* as far as he person¬ 
al) y is contcrncd, is willing, but that everyone elsc is not! 
The Nationalist? practise themselves in intrigues. They 
dcdarc that there i? no question of thc Leader heing clected 
in a Prcsidentia) Cabinct, as he is Loo ftmnly bound to the 
Party, They also try to get out of it with the Jinc excusc 
that he had promised to tolcrate the Papen Cabinet. 

The Leader is confrontcd %vith somc difficult dccisions 
on his arrival. Without full authorky he cannot beeornc 
master of the Situation ; minus this authority* he inust 
rcsign; should hc rcsign the Movement will be deeply 
discouraged, also its supporters at the polis, Should he 
dccidc to run this terrific risk, it is a prooE o£ what immense 
courage he is pösscssed, And wc have only one trump in 
our hand. 

The Chief of L Suff is astonishingly fit and in indomkably 
good spirits, In all his deliberaticms he shows himself to bc 
clever, prüden t, perseveiing and cncrgciic.

Planck, answers, " wants to see him first , 11 Vague hope! 
Tiie Leader* Dr* Frick and Chief of Staff Rohm drive to 
the Conference with the President of the Reich, Waiting 
is torture, The Leader is back und er half an hour, So it 
has ended in failure. Evcmhing has becn denied him, 
Papen is to remain Prime Minister and the Leader has to 
content himself with the position of Yice-Chancellor ! 

A solution leading to 110 result 1 It is oiu of the question 
to acecpt such a proposal. No alternative offers but to de^ 
clinc it. The Leader did so inimediately. He fully envisages 
the conscquences* likc the rest of U5, It will mean a hard 
struggle, but wc shall triumph in the end. 

An official account of the decisive Conference erroneously 
States that the Leader had demanded to be invested with 
entire power. In reality he had only asked for the 
Chancellorship and had a right to do so.

After the initial consternation is passed we pull ourselvcs 
taget her* The Leader had never for a moment lost his 
composurc.

October lfrtkj 1932. 

Evcryday wonies and plcasures. Düring the electton 
campaign one gets so nervous, through overwork, ibat the 
most tidiculous detail 5 can makc 011c lose one's tctnper. 
Questions of mandates, Propaganda, motiey, problems of 
atmospherc, trouble in the Party, all ihis has to be attended 
to as well as the regulär work, You watlc through thesc 
increastng difficuldes as well as you can. Apart from this, 
the mganization has naturally become a bit on edge through 
these everlasting dections. It is as jaded as a battalion 
which has beeil too lang in the Front trenchcs, and just as 
nervy. 1 Eie numerous di flicul ti es are wearing nie out. The 
only thing which restores me, time after time, is the struggle 
itsclf, which is being waged relentkssly. 
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Our chances improve day by day ; even iE the outlook is 
still somewhat gloomy, it can not bc compared with the 
desolate outlook of a few wcek$ ago, 

Making a tour through the new quarters we have 
acquired in the Vosstrasse, I find that everything is well 
arranged. It will be nice to wm k hcre even if work lasts a 
little langer, i think we are better off hcre tlian the Govern¬ 
ment in the Weihelmstrasse. 

We rcceive daily hundreds of good or well-meant advicc 
from the countiy, and pröposals for Propaganda, which goes 
to prove how activdy the whole Movement is cooperating 
in the contest, 

Moticy is extraordinarily difficult to obtain. All gentle- 
men oE Property and Education" are Standing by the 
Government. Furthermore, our Press has committed several 
fatal tactical mistakes, for which we sufter oow, 

Rust has wriuen a brihiant pamphlet For the electfon, oE 
which scvcral miIlions of eopies will be distributed amongst 
the pcople. 

Worked until dawn, The election campaign is really 
beginning now 4 Motored to Leipzig through rain and cold. 
Thirty thousand pcoplc packed together in the exhibition 
halb. Wonderful to look down over thesc crowds, Precod- 
ing me, dignihed old General Liumann, 1 over eighiy, makes 
the spcech of a young man. He sharply attacks the System ; 
his iricas aie ficrce and aggressive. He is a white-haired 
youtli, who, with all his Service for the people and the 
nation, clearly declares himself for the Leader. 

Foliowing him, 1 speak For more than two hours. We 
re-establish ourselves in Leipzig. 

A long and mdancholy drive home. In Berlin the even- 
ing papers announee live casualties in Vienna, two in Dort¬ 
mund. Brave S.A. men have again lost their lives For the 
caitse -nF the Reich, The bourgeois parties makc the paee for 
Bplshcvism, They must be donc aw r ay with, if Germany is 
to settle down. We drive home weary and depressed through 
the rainy night. The desolatton of the time overwhelms us. 
We have to hold on, and go 011 fighting. 

October 17 1932. 

Our Adolf-Hitler House in the Vosstrasse is being 
dedicated. A solemn and afFecting act, The whole stall is 
assembkd, about 150 pcoplc, Our old dis tri a band plays 
the 1:4 Horst-Wessel'Liod. M Makc a short Speech to my most 

1 CloacLy assqc-iitcij to-day 'vilh Üic Leader of qhc Reith, 
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intim ate colleagues. What a iong way we have come in 
six years I Front Ehe basement in the Potsdameratrasse to 
the new <li st riet house in the Vosstrasse 1 Now wc shall 
probably succeed also in Crossing the last four handred yards 
to the Wilhelmstrasse. The house is in perfect order 
DigniHed quarters for the work of a great movement. I 
outline the political Situation to the District Leaders and 
then we set to work immediately. 

The struggle against the Nationalist has blaz.cd up in 
fury, Thcir methods are more contemptible than we could 
have imagined. 

After the meettng I held in Leipzig one man was killed 
and quite a lot of others were severe ly wounded. 

The Nationalist are attacking us in the most insolent 
way on the hüardingg. I am embarking on a counter-attack 
to day. One must never allow oneself co fall back on mere 
defence. 

Öciobcr i&th, 1935. 

Work is engul fing me. 

October igJ/j, 193?. 

Holding a Conference at midday with the leaders of the 
S.A. and S.S. abouE the coming disputc with the Nation¬ 
alst*- We must bc clever if we warn to suecced. The way 
we are preparing things will, I hupe, lead to success. 

October 2 Qth, 1932. 

Our picrure ptocards are especially good this time, They 
will have a good cffcch especially in Berlin. 

In the afternoon work on a little while longer, and then 
wait in some anxiety for the great duel in the ''Neue 
Welt.” 

At §.30 the tdephonc rings for Ehe first time. Outside 
Berlin, at Neu-Kölln, the erowd outside the place ol 
assembly is in disorder. The Nationalist* are not equal to 
the Situation, They cannot manage crowds in the least. 

Our people have come in thousands. That Es exattly how 
I wanted things to shapc themselves. 

In front. o[ the bui kling masses of people, exclusivdy 
Nazis, are warnnc; Hundreds of our petipk have succceded. 
in getting ituo the hall, The Lord only knows how they 
did it. Anyhow, there they are, according to the oid saw ; 
"First come, first served” The Nationalist* are waiting 
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outside with their genuine unfalsified entraixe tickcts, but 
are not able to get in. Everybody is talking at oncc, Our 
Partisans are on the look-out and will not be caught nap^ 
ping, Thosc rcsponsible for the management of the meeting 
have completely lost thcir heads. Whcn, with a few com- 
panions, I arrive on the sec nt: the ch ec ring can be heard far 
beyond the Hermann Platz. The National Social ist* have 
capEured the Imagination of the crowd, The Nationalist* 
expected no such thing. Probably they cstimated that no 
more Nazis would bc present than thosc accounted for by 
the ticke cs sold to us. They were completely wrong. 

Before Ehe meeting properly opens the triumphant S.A. 
men hoist me to thcir shoulders and bcar me inu> the halb 
with shouts and cheers, Our followers give way to a bum 
of wild emhüsiasm. It capturcs the mccting. The green 
guards of the Nationales creep out along Ehe walls and 
completely disappear. I myself am sutrounded by a ring 
of S.A. men, stout as oaks, Ic will be no pleasure surely for 
the Nationalists to make a speech against the Nazi party in 
this hall. 

Their first orator modestly attempts it, though, but quke 
inadequatdy, His speech is hikewariri and rouses not the 
slightest enthusiasm. it consists of quotaLions which have 
no bearitig on anything, it is not adapLcd to the audience, 
takes no particular line, and worst of all it is deadly dull. 

After that comes my tum. The Chairman treats me to a 
little exordium and accords n^c half an hour in which to 
make my speceh. I go ahead ; nobody, of coursc, dares to 
Interrupt. I open with an attack on the adversary so heavy 
and so sharp that aber a short tlme^tSfree-quarters of the 
andience are won over to my side, My most telling 
argtiments I save for the end, 

The second Nationalist oraior commits such serious 
errors right at the outset that the whole audience indig' 
nantly protests. The Chairman has no Option but to request 
me to do my best to pacify the audience. Thcreby he loses, 
of cour.se, the last shreds of reputation even with his own 
people, T'he Nationalist Speaker is perspiring with nervous- 
ncss and hdplessness. Eie is so completely howled and 
shouted down by our foBowera that he falls to deliver & 
single sentencc, 

T have the last word and I go full speed ihcad. I bdabour 
our Opponent so mightily that his head swims, The 
audience is frarnic with enthusiasm. I carry it with me 
victoriously, The Nationalist* have to beat a retreat, and 
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are visibly loging ground more and more. Önce agnin their 
first Speaker attempts to save whatever may be savcd, but 
gets nervous and gives up. Hb speech h drowned in the 
yells and laughter and thc interpellations of thc audience, 
whicb are full of typical Berlin wit, inimitable, and of 
mental agility so that everybody rocks with amusement. 
The S.A, kcep np their accompaniment to it all, in the back- 
ground. At last I am compelkd to take my stand beeide the 
Nationalist Speaker, if he is to have a chance to continue 
liy so doing I can instand y cor re et any disloyal Statement. 
The Chairman sits lic! plessly presiding. VVe have won ! 

News of the upshot of the meeting bas already spread 
into the streets. Processiom for the demonstrations are 
already forming up outside. The H Horst -Wessel Lied *' 
rings mit into thc rainy night. We all are enthused by 
success. 

I hasten to the office and notäfy the Press of the procecd- 
ings. A million extra-cditions are to be rushed out in order 
to forest all any danger of the Nation alists falsifylng the 
alfair into a victory, The best thing to do is to publish the 
Speeches just as they were delivered. 

At threc o'dock in the morning we are ready with Ehe 
rush edition, At six o'elock thc papers are already being 
sold at the Underground Station*. 

Thursday: In the di-Urict oflkes everybody is dclighted 
with ernr victory. Fach the Jcwish Press cannot help print- 
ing the great dispute in the 4i Nette Welt." Evcrywhere it 
is admitted without reservation that we have carried the 
day, 

Speak at Osnabrück in the evening in a huge tent, to an 
audience of twelve thousand people. 

Motor to Münster, whcre the great Münsterländer Hall 
is overcrowded. 

Back tc> Berlin by night traän. Three hours T rest and I 
am at work again. 

The Leader has arrived at the Kaiserhof. He is ca Im, 
and is confident for the fuiurc. He has written a wonderful 
open letter to thc Government. Things are looking bad 
for them in the Wilhelmstrasse. 

ln a few hours he leaves Berlin again by "plane. It is 
potning with rain. 

October sist t 1932, 

Otir alfair at thc " Neue Welt ” roused enthusiasm every- 
where. It was high time thc Party should score a success 
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oncc more. Now we all put our shoulders to thc whccl 
again, Sp«kc five times in the evening (in Moabit the 
Commurnsts tried to stir up trouble* but were downed) ;

My Üfe lins not becn void and empty, It was filled with 
struggle and efEort and also with happiticss and fulfilment 
We must persevere and not grow weary. 

Only so will thc great End bc attained. 

Tn Berlin another S,A, eomrade has becn murdered. This 
is Ehe Canumin ist’5 reply to bourgeois provocation. 

In Pmssia there is frightful conFusion after the Leipzig 
judgment; one Cabinet opposes the other. The Covern 
ment is at its wit$ + end On the night o£ my birthday I 
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make fonr speeches. Every where our Party comrades off er 
me Lheir tone hing congratulatiom. 

Late at night l speak at Spandau, There thc brave S.A. 
guards have assembled, They öffei me a perfect chorus of 
good wishes. Here it was wc made our beginnt ug; he re 
wc put up nur first Fight; here is thc corc and kcmcl of 
our Movement ; here it Stands loyal!y and firmly by the 
Leader and thc Party. 

I allow myself a full night's rcst by way of a birthday gift t 
October 30 th, 1934. 

At the Neukölln Stadion and at Schönhölz big S.A. 
parades are being held. Altogcther about thirty thousand 
men. In pouring rain. The boys are splendid ly fit. One 
can rely on them perfect ly. Motor home through Wedding, 
A dismal drive through rain, and melancholy greyness. 

Late at night the old S.A. guard ol Wilmersdorf has 
assembled in the Victoria Garden. Here are to bc found 
those pioneers of the Party who founded it and built it up 
with us. As long as one has their confidcncc, onc can rcst 
assured, They are the very best we have, and must never 
be forgotten. 

October 31 jf, 1935. 

In an Open '[>lane to Dresden. A trip through storm and 
rain. The small sporn ng mono plane leaps and tosses, 
Sometimcs onc has the impression of dropping like an 
arrow. Final ly, we land all right in Dresden, Addrcssed 
thirty thousand people at the Stadion. 

Back to Berlin in this dis mal maigarine box of a 'plane. 
The Capital is covered by bluish giey storm ciouds. We 
land just beforc thc beginning f>F the storm. 

Thank thc Ijord we did not Ry on to Mecklenburg, for 
at Neustrelitz wc should have bruken our necks Janding on 
tlie soaked giound at thc aerodrome. So on w r e go by car, 
At Neustrelitz ten thousand j^eople have becn waiting for 
us since tour o'clock in the afternoon. It is ninc ui the 
eveoing when we arrive. 

On to Stettin immediatdy after my speech. Very bad 
roads. There I do not begin to speak tili after midnight. 

Excellent spirits every where, We make a hefty impreS' 
sion ; if things go on Hke this, November fith will not result 
so very badly. Back in Berlin at four In thc morniog, To 
hed, choroughly spent. 
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November uf, 1932, 

We have invited thc Nationalist to another great debate 
at the Sportpalast, but they seeroi to have had enough o£ 
bcing publicly laughed at. They decline mir oli'er. The 
morc the pity, for they would have süfFered a worse dd'cat 
than before cven on thc historical platform of the Sport¬ 
palast, where we are so moch at hörne. 

1 spcak at Braunschwcig and Schöneberg imtead, The 
evenings are getting very drawn out sincc more time is 
necessary for explaining involved political affairs, and the 
last assembly general ly doses alter midnight, Feeling, 
generally, is visibly improvingg The Party itself Stands 
quite firm. But the question remains whether wc can 
succced in carrying wkh us the greater [>art of the electors 
on election day. 

Ün the other hand it will not be too serious a matter cven 
if we do lose a few mi Ilion votes; for what actually counts 
is not thc: outcome of this oc that pariicnlar contest* but 
whidi Party has the last battaUon lo throw into the fray. 

It is thc eternal repetition that tircs and wears one out, 
together with the overburden of work and thc minimum of 
rest, and finally the fact that during this ycar we have never 
been quite free frorn dectioncering, 

If ont: had not hing to do but address mectings it woold 
not be so bad ; but one has En addition daily to deal with 
thc worries of thc Organisation, with q Liest Eons of finance, 
with persona] bothers, and so on and so fortli. 

I long indescribably for the Gth of November and the 
end of the election canipatgn. 

November 2nd r 1933. 

Funeral of S.A, man, Harwick, who was kill cd l>y the 
" Red ” murderers. Ilis ehildren weep heartrendingly at the 
grave, It is terrible to have to witness this kind of thing. 

One reads mountains of newspapers every day. 'Ehe 
contiadiction of opinion is indescribable. German y is in a 
state of mental anarchy* whkh would end in absolute chaos 
if a strong hand did not soon interv r ene. 

In the evening the Sportpalast Es overcrowded. The 
Leader is speaking in the Capital for the election campaigrr 
Enthusiastin ovations greet him from the partisans, His 
courage, and thc consistency of bis attEtüde, everywhere win 
him ever morc and more respett, Slowlv the people begin 
to understand him, and to fo!low him in bis widest scopc. 
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In the evening alter thc assembly at the Kaiserhof, thc 
Leader is extreme ly satished. He is convinced that, even if 
we lose a number of votes, this election will constitute 
succcss for us in a psychological sense, 

The workmen of thc Berlin Transport Company are on 
strike. We have proclaimed a sympai heue strike in the 
Party. 

The entire Press is fvuious with us and calls it Bolshcvism ; 
but as a matter of fact we had no option. 

If we had hcld oursehes aloof from this strike, whidi 
nicans that thc 3 bus and traimvay workers are out for thc 
elemcntary rights of existente, our position amongst thc 
working cUsses, so far firm, would have bcen shaken, Here 
a great occasion öfters oncc again of demonstrating to the 
public; betöre the election, that thc tine wc have tak.cn up in 
politics is dictatcd by a true sympathy with thc people, atid 
for this reason the National Socialist Party purpösdy esebews 
the old bourgeois methods. 

The strike i$ disastrous in its consequcnccs. There äs 110 
possibility of goitig by tramway or Underground in Berlin. 
Thc public is solidly with the strikers, and the "Red” 
Press can bring forward no arguments at all against us, Tbc 
Social ist Press is making Capital out of the süpposed fact 
that we only pretended to approve the strike, and would in 
reality wwk to break it; but the hetion serves no purpose. 

A General btrike is a formidable wcapon, and cannot be 
countercd witli maclimc-guns or bavonets, Therefore it is 
all the more despicable if organizations of other workmen 
themselves attack their brethren in the rear. This is what 
the Socialist Trade önions are doing, disgracefully spiktng 
their colleagucs* guiis, But the workmen brush these venal 
gentry asidc, and act on their ow r n responsibility, 

The strike is growing every hour, The Trade Unions 
hysterically try lo do^'n it by means of Sabotage, We 
National Socialists arc not in a very enviable position, 
Middlc-dass people arc bcing seaicd away from us on 
account of our participating in it. But this is only temporary. 
They are casily to be regained ; but on.ee the ivorker is 
lostj. he is lost for ever. 

Stardty of money has become chronic in this campaign, 
Prime netess Eties arc wanting for carry Eng it through 
eRiciently. 

The strike is grist for the mill of the bourgeois Press, 
They are exploiting it against us unconscionably, Many of 
our staunch partisans, even, are beginning to have their 
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doubts, But in spite of that we must hold firm. Tf we do 
a voIte-face now, as so me advise, we should lose evcrythlng. 

I have a few spceches to make in the evening, in Gesund- 
bnmnen, in Tempdhof, Manendorf, and Süden de, The 
meetings arc all ovcrfilied. If the voting corresponds to 
the promise liere h we have nothing to fear. 

The consequences of the strike are daily putting 1.15 imo 
new predicaments. Up to late at night we are working to 
solve the diificulties. The striktes are terrorking the black- 
leggcrs. The tramdines are being torn up and some of the 
trams have been bombarded with stones. There arc 
numbers of casualtks, and wounded. The majority o£ Ehe 
public sympathizes with the strikers, but ihe minority is 
afraid and intimtdaicd. A desolate spirit of resignation 
reigns in Berlin. Every day may bring an explosion. 

Düring the night a Storm Trooper in Sdionebcrg, who 
was on picket duty for tlie strikers, was shot by a poliecman, 
That is the policy of the Reactiou. 

The Trade Union!? have undermined the workers. If 
this strike fails of ins object they, and the profi teers behind 
them, will be accountahlc for it. 

An amazing incident: In the night a group of Storni 
TroopcrSj disguised as Street worker?, barricade a sectiou of 
the Chaussee Strasse, erecting all som of hoardings and 
obstructions, and begin tearing up the tram-rails with spades 
and pickaxcs. The poJice, in good faUh, take them for 
genuine Street workers, A detail of this platoon is stationed 
on Ehe pavements and rounds out the faree by insulting and 
jeering at Ehe supposed workers, calling them strike breakers. 
Jn Ehe Interests of order the poiiee have no Option but to 
protect the trooper s, who are wrecking the roadway, from 
the supposed strikers, Next morning everyone is a nun cd to 
find that the tramllne in the Chaussee Strasse is out of 
action, The police, however, aTe dumbfounded to discover 
that they had been protecting the strikers ihemsclves against 
their comrades. 

November 4 th r 1931 . 

Big placards on the hoardings onee more set out our 
attitude towards Ehe strike. 

The Trade Unions have issued a notice whereby it is 
pmclaimed that every man who fails to reappear punctually 
at work will bc dismissed within twenty-four hoirr*. Nobody 
turns up, At Wedding and in Neukölln there is wild 
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fighting in the strccts, Traffic is at a sUndstilh Berlin is 
the picture of a dcad dty. 

Our pcoplc naturally have kd the strike thronghout 
Berlin ; this was the best thing to do. Every hour frightful 
fresh acts of terrorrsm are taking place. There are alrcady 
four dcad ; in Berlin the air is filled with Revolution, 

Flic Organization of our l’arty is working admimbly. We 
have organ ized a com mittet: to see to the interejts of the 
strikers, and to sccurc that they shall not suffer rcprmls 
for this picce of work. Every thing is going smoothly. Our 
reputation aninngst the working cktsses has great ly enhanced 
itself during these last few days. Even if this should not 
immediately teil in the eketiou, the credit we have won 
with the workers is of an immeasurable importance for the 
future. One must take rat her longer views for, in the final 
resort, it is Berlin w^e warn to eonquer, It does not real ly 
count if we lose some ten thousaud votes at a more or lcss 
insignificanr. election, as these are of liLtle importance to 
the revolutionär^' strugglc itsclf. 

The streets are crowded with peopk. They move in 
grey ruasscs through the thoroughfares. An indescribable 
suue of apprehension is everywhere apparent. The wildest 
rumours are spreading. 

The bourgeois Press has invented the lie that it is I who 
personal ly brought about this strike, without the knowlcdge 
and consent ol the Leader, in order more or lcss to precipu 
täte the Party intö Bolshcvism, As a matter of fact I am 
in hourly telephonic tou mm ui cation with the Leader, who 
entirely approves of rny attitude* If we liad not acted as 
we have done we would no longer constitute cither a 
Socialist or a ^V r orker T s Party. 

Our Press Stands by us pluckily and staune hl y throughout 
the crisis. Besides our Speeches, and the suecess of our 
Propaganda, the Press IS our only weapon. 

Oncc more I speak to the utinost of my ability in the 
working districts of Berlin. It is not di flicult when face to 
face with the rriasscs to cxplain our point of view on the 
question of this strike. 

My slogan, "The Bkekleg is no Patriot," oatchcs on 
throughout the dty, Had we only another weck to exploit 
this all over the cotuury ive need have no doubts as to the 
result of Ehe election. 

Final ly I speak at the overcrowded Tennishallen. 

The reactionary Press is more furious than the " Red ” 
one ; but I hope the people will not mmmderstand us.

The management of thc Berlin Transport Company (ehe 
Social Democrats) have placards posted up at the ckvcnth 
hour, grossly insulting the strikers. We cannot do anyihmg 
ab out it bccausc the Berlin Advertbing Company refuses 
to puhlbh our reply. Not hing is lc£t for u$ to do but to 
Station a group of young men bcsidc thc hoardingsi to con- 
tradict them to the public. But time is too short to ensure 
this bei Hg real ly usciul. In the working quarters of thc city 
the placards arc being torn down by our men; but we 
cannot entirelv remedy the barm elfected. 

This busincss has rcflcctcd advcrsely upon us to so me 
extern n but I have confidence in the common sense of thc 
Berlin population, and thank goodness the election cam- 
paign is at an Cnd. 

W'rite the last few words for it., It has becn thc most 
diffkult campaign> but will prove, I hopc, the mnst glortous 
one for us. The people we keep now will remain staunch 
adherents. 

The Government forccs 1 us to publish a special edition 
of the last number o£ thc Angriff which appeared just prior 
to thc election, This creates a very precarious Situation. 
Before we agree to comply we dccide on a desperate step. 
The entire issue of the Angriff, with this special appeal 
required by Lite Government, is secrctly flluug into the canal 
at night.

In the evening I tnake a tour of inspcction through thc 
city. Everything is quiet, but a gloomy and sultry atmo 
sphere broods over Berlin, I stay for thc night at thc Hcdc-

Novembet fith, 193s, 

Contrary to all expectations, the voting is very heavy in 
this election. It is Enking place und er emirely new circum- 
stances. Vdiicular traffic is wholly paralysed, and the 
people ftood the streets. The day passes in a state of 
extraordinary tension. 

In the evening we await the results at homc, with smne 
gucsts. The results are not. as bad as the pessimists had 
predictcd, but it is pretty bnd hearing over the Radio. 
Every new announccment is that of a new fkfeat. 1 he 
re Sl dts show that we have lost thirty-four rnandates. I he 
Zentrum must also rccord some lossos; the Nationilists 
have incrensed somewhat, and the Socialists ha\e lost a 
Httlc. People have not voted so generally as w r as expected, 
Jlie Communists have strongly increased. That was to be 
expected. A Reactionary Government will always force the 
pace toivards Bolshevism. 

We have sulTcred a defeat. August ijth accounts for it, 
The masses of thc population have as yet not quite grasped 
the signification of thc happenings on that date. 1 he slight 
contact we have made with tlte Zentrum lias also bcen 
unscruptilously cxploited in the Nationalist Propaganda* 
We are to blame for ncither circumstance. We have no 
occasion to reproach oürselvcs for either. 

We are no^v ort the eve of desperate eEiort, calling for 
much sacrilicc, The chicf thing is to maintain the Party. 
Its Organization must be strengthened and its spirit raised. 
Variriüs incidental tnistakes and deliciendes must bc 
redressed. 

We must 110t forgeb liowever, that scarcely 10 per cent 
of the people are backing the Government, Such support 
cannot sulfice it. Some aIteration must be brought about. 

In an artide, “ A Chancellor without a People / 1 I ex- 
pound our views and iiulict the Government. "I his articie 
will help to stem discouragement in tEic Party. 

Jt is admirable how chcerfully and firmly the whole 
leadership of the Party behaves. There are no slgns of 
weakness and pessimism. We Eiavc gone through worse 
crises than this. 

In oonsequenee of our dectoral defeat K the likelihood of 
the strikc being successfut has greatly waned. 

The Social ists have betrayed it. Äs a cat will ever be a 
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monier, so Marxbm wiJl ever shoot front the rcar, Although 
thc profi tecrs have the Laugh of us toxiay, they will soon fall 
silent 

That which is populär to-day will be unpopulär to 
mort-nw. Wo have only to rcmain firm, and hold fast to 
our idcaSx and ne vor give in.

r l he Berlin, Districi. h much discouraged, but neverthe-

The Leader publishes an appeal to the Party in which he 
throws down the gauntlet to the Government. 

The bourgeois Press chordes over us so insokmly that it 
scts my blood boiling.

Through an intermediary between us and the Govem- 
niejiL T learn that things are begin ning to trash in the 
Gabi net. The resistanee to Von Papen has grown very 
strong. We arc advised to stick to our guns and to open no 
negodaLions. The advice is superütnms* as we had not 
inccnded to do so for a minute. 

Our attacks against the Communists must be pressed w r ith 
gieatc] foice. During the strike we more 11 early approached 
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them than we intended. Now we must place them at arm's- 
length agaitt. It is important also that we should have no 
illusions, and under no tircurastances whatever find our- 
selves invdgled imo an August ijth again, There must 
not be any more oral discussions. Everything must be in 
black and white Btu the Leader is so circumspect in what 
he does that nobody need fear. 

I weite an article daily against the Cabinet. Drippipg 
water Iiollows the stone. Although the success of diese 
daily attacks is not immediately obvious, in the long run 
they will not remain withont ellect, 

November \sth r 

I am making an advisable dränge on the staff of the 
Angriff in order to keep our paper 11p to date. 

On November soLh the armistice is to come to an end; 
we shall at once Start our attacks again 

It h also important that we should bring out a morning 
paper in Berlin. With onc single evening paper we cannot 
combat the hostile Press of the wholc World. 

Our Press is & constant worry; especially 311 st now it will 
be very chllicuk to stccr the National Social ist papers. Only 
throiigh the exercise of great care and under many diffi- 
culries can the Angriff itsdf stick to its colours. One has to 
bc s'ery cautious; especially alter the finish of tlte election 
campaign, wtien we are still in its boiling atmosphere. 

My hope that after tlie late cotuest work would be 
lessened has been disappointed. In consequence of the 
defeat wc had to set to again immediately. We can't makc 
11p so much as a single night's loss of sleep. 

The Leader is kee|>ing away from Berlin, Tbc Williclm- 
strasse ’ivaics for him in vain ; and that is welk We must not 
give in as we did on August t^th. 

The Reich Government is involving itsclf with a heavy 
conflicL with the State Governments. \Vhat a bull in a China 
shopl We must keep out of it all. 

Should we open negotiations it would only be on the 
understanding that Hitler should bccome ChaucellorE 
There is no way out of that. He will certainly attain the 
post if we do not give in. We must make quite sure that 
5nasser does not countcract us.

Wc listen Ln silence and think 
all the more. h is a pity (for them) that the Wilhelmstrasse 
ehose their intermediär!es so i 11-adviseclly 

One cannot resolve oRen enough to stand fast. Precarious 
situations in politics are solved through charactcr artd not 
by intelle«. 

I am bring warned on all side$ about Strasser. It is said 
that he has altcady entered into rdationships with the 
Government. That would real ly constitnte a great (langer. 
Ötherwise all are divided against each other in the Wilhelm¬ 
strasse. Fach onc tries to get the bettcr of the 01 her, It is 
only natural that this slioulri bc so in such desperate case. 

If we now proceed with care we shall crown the next 
pnpse of otn struggle witli vietcry. If we do not succeed 
rliis time it may come m a military dictatorship. That 
would be unFortunate even if such an Experiment were to 
last only a short time. I am shaping the new course of our 
Press. Ii is to he directcd against Communism, but to 
maimain otberwise " splendid isolation.*' 

On January ist, the Völkische Beobachter will appear as a 
morning paper in Berlin. That solves one oE nur mOst 
urgent party questions. Wich one morning paper and one 
evening paper we can manage to defend ourselves. 
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From my legal adviser I leavn that in Leipzig they are 
raking up that old high treason Business against me whicli 
has been pending for the last threü years. I hone the judges 
will not be too late ; otherwise 1 shall already be a Miimicr 
when the summorss is servetl, 

Feeling, gencrally, in the Party h a liulc beiter: but 
things must be brotight to a head. Decisive actio« eun only 
be reached by an understanding between Hindenburg and 
Hitler. I am writing a Loyal article headed: M What corues 
next? 1 ' 

Papen will not be able to hold out tmich longer, The 
Opposition in his own Cab inet is ton strong. In the 
WilhcLmstrasse everything is in a state of dissoluiion. 'I he 
Sodälists, too, have sharply chalknged the Government. 
No pussibüity remains for Lhe Cltaiiedlor to negotiate with 
the parties. 

To-day is Day of Repentancc (" Busstag ’). 1 F.xactly at 
the same hour, six years ago r I founded the Party in Berlin 
as a young Diatrict Leader with only thrce hnndred 
folloivers, How much success and defeat has followed sincel 
Neverthekss we have kept going somchow, and will contrive 
to do so in future. 

November iGf^^ 1932. 

The prospects of the Wilhelmstrasse are dwindling. All 
parties have proclaimcd themselvcs against Von Fapen. I 
'phone the Leader um.il late at night, in form big him as to 
the course of afhiirs the re. He has emphiitically declincd a 
discussion with Von Papen by leuer. They say that Von 
Papcn and Schleicher are going to resign to-day. That 
would mean the end of this Gabi net. The Government has 
not arrived at any condusions. Wc are preparing for 
another struggle ; to be ready in any casc. 

In the evening the Gabinet goes to the President of the 
Reich. They hand in their common resignatkm. The 
Leader äs summoned to Hindenburg by telegram. I 
'phone him immediately. He is very calm and quiet He 
will cotnc to Berlin by 'plane. One must iinprws it on one- 
seif not to be over Optimistic. 

From an intermediary of che Government l learn that the 
Leader may receive che order to conscitttte a new Govern¬ 
ment, We are advised to stick to a " Presidentia! Cabinet" 
and not to try to obcain a majority. Intrigues are going on, 
We must keep our head and stick to our iirinciptes, 

Milcrnn day cclchorcri hy the Protcstani Chureh in Gernaa.ny. 
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The Situation has to be estimated coolly and quietly, We 
have not yet reachcd the goal, IF we i'ail lins time we must 
contmue the struggle. 

November i&th, 193 *, 

The Leader arrives at Tempelhof at otie ü'clock. Flick 
and Strasser are with him, Goering is expccted back From 
Ruine, where he had great political and personal success. 

d he Leader goes horne with us, and I give him a r&umd 
as to the Situation. His discussion with the President uf the 
Reich will probably be of decisivc importancc, If thesc two 
men once shake hands, the German Revolution is safe, Thcy 
must come face to face in order to gain confklcnce in each 
other. 

Discussions follow fast one afLer the other, but we rcfuse 
to be liustered, 

At. midnight the Leader returns. We talk, and listen to 
music, That is the best recreation alter hard nerve-rarkinr 
effort. 

The Government has extended the armistke to January 
?nd. Whereby our eampaign of propaganda is wreeked for 
the momenr. 1 he I.eader is in good-humour. Hin onlv 
doubt is ot Strasser. We must keep un eye 011 him. 

August jgth must not he repeated. Anything but that ! 

November ig th f iggs.. 

Checred by crowds of people, the Leader drives to the 
Wilhelmstrasse, where he liolds a discu&ston for one hour 
and a half with the President of the Reich. Wild cheers 
grcct him on bis way back. He teils me all about ft; rlic 
üpshot of the interview is that we must remain firm and 
admit of no comproinise. 

f he alternative before the Wilhdm$trasse b either a 
repetition of August 13dl with the object of forming a new 
interim Cabinet, or to make a seriotis attempt to cbme to 
pcaceßul terms with the Leader and the Party. The news 
from the Wilhclmstrasse is so contradietöry one is not able 
tr) jnake Hauch of it. For the time being är is impossible to 
cstimate it at ics proper vslue, The Leader has laid dowti 
his programme with great seriousness and takes entire 
responsibility for it. The discussion was heM between the 
two men in privacy and that wasgreatly to his advantage. 
News and mmours flv about. 

In the evening the Leader comes to us at home. We 
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avoid over confidcnce. If we are successful. well and good, 
if we are not, wc must not lose heart. 

At midnight I ddiver a short address to the Storni Troop 
leaders. Ali are extremdy anxious as to how the Situation 
will shapc itsclf. The City is great!y cxcllcd, but somchow 
I have the fceling that nothing final and decisive will yct 
be attained. 

November 20 th> 5933. 

One tan not get 1 id of the Impression that General 
Schleicher only makes usc of diese diseussions definitely to 
excltide us. Thcy want the Leader to sound the parties 
before Ins apjxaiiiLinent, in the bopc that the Nationalist^ 
will protest 50 that it will be impossible to sccure a majori ty. 

The Leader talks it over with us for a long time, and final ly 
dctcrmincs to have no morc personal iiiLcrvicu's, but to carry 
on negotiations in writing, as it is of first impomnee to avoid 
a repetition of the ar ränge ment rcadied on August 

Rumours upon rumours arc spread abroad. Most of 
the in are untruc, but the air is full of theitc 

Al! subdeaders toe the lines laid down, only Strasser 
scems obliged to deviate. 

In the afECrnoon I swear-in the Di st riet Leader« From the 
east of Berlin. Amougst the people, unfortunately, bopc 
rtms too high. Are rbey again to be deceivcd by defeat ? 

Many discussions are helft in the Kaiserhof. From thence 
the Leader will snake his bid for power. In this nerve-rack- 
ing struggle one is keyed up by the exciternent of the Party 
which knows that it is now " all 01 nothing.' 1 We have to 
bc very circumspcct, and avoid al! blunders. 

Goering is again getting in touch with the parties. The 
Gat hohes suppbrt the Leader's Chancellorship. The Naiioti- 
idists decline our invitation to a discussion, Thcy are still 
ridEiig the high horse. 

The Leader has written a long reply to the desire enun- 
ciated by the President that he shmild attempt to obtain a 
majority. It is couchcd in brilliant style with irrefutable 
Arguments, He reEutcs the Suggestion that the Situation could 
he handkd by ordinary parliamentary me ans, and entpha- 
siites the maintenancc of the idea of a Presidentia) Gab inet. 

November 21 st f 193 ^. 

The Leader has again scen the President of the Reich. 
He has reccived the order to try for a majority. So the 
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others are siifftning upon their parliamcntary lack. But 
this is unfcasible as it lends itsclf to rescrvations on thc part 
of thc Cabinet.

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f are supposed to have hat! a serious disagreement, But the 
fight bat! final ly calmed down, and wlien Hitler ca me back, 
l ’was sitting at his dest composmg a reply to the Wilhelm- 
Strasse, 

As a matter of fact we were all peacefulJy at the Opera, 
listerüng to the Meistersinger. 

The Leader is just about to dictatc his reply to the 
Wilhelmstrasse as I arrive at thc Kaiseriiof.

Now iliat the discussions qre over, the Leader is Holding

In ihc meäiuvhile I publisli an extensive report on tlie 
whole afFuir in our Press. The Leader makes a consistent 
appeal to the whole Party. The time for Lalk is at an eml, 
the struggle b cgi ns afresh. 

Our ranks once more relax a littie. and take some rest 
The coming te.sr. will find us firm. Tlie powers that be will 
have to fall back on us, as any other solution of thc problcm 
than our solution h impossible. 

November nvjthj 193 ?. 

We return to our daily Work, aftcr a few parting shots in 
the Press. 

The Leader ha* hcld a Conference with a few leaders of 
thc other parties, but ät is quite hopekss, The Wilhelm¬ 
strasse has once again triumphed. For how long ? 

Some people in tlie Party hold that we ought to take over 
the pöwer in Prussia. We are entirely against this. Wc 
should subside into an untenable Situation, and last, but 
not least, the Government could appoint a Commissary 
above üü. The consequeitGes would be frightful. The 
Leader, of course, thinks so, tuo. 

We must by no mcans be hasty. It is desirable that we 
should all leave Berlin, in order to avoäd the direct influente 
of the overstrained political atmosphere here. 

In thc evening I speak to tbe Amtswalter at the Tennis- 
hallen. I lakc the opportunity to explain the whole Situa¬ 
tion. This time the people understood ns, A second 
August ifjth has happily been avouiert. The Party Stands 
unshaken, They say that Von Papcn will come back in 
order to constitute an emergency Government.

1 t is not diJücuit to rectignize Von Schleicher in this 
letter. All the leaders of the Party are with the Leader. 
They all look glonmy ; thcir rage and Indignation is vented 
against Strasscr and his adjtuant, LieuEenant Schultz, 

ln the evening the Leader com es to us, It is difficult 
to be cheerfuL Wc are all radier downeast, espedally En 
view of the danger of the wliolc Party h s falling to pieces, and 
of all our work being in vain. We are confronted with the 
great test Every Movement wbich desires power must be 
proved, and this proving general ly com es short ly before the 
victory, svhielt detidtrs everything. This testing-point is a 
qucstion of nervc-cndurancc, 

Wc must not be dowtihearted now ; wc shall srnely find 
a way out of this desperate Situation. The essential thing 
is not to give oursclves up. 

Thone call from Dr. Lcy: The Situation in the Party 
is getting v/orse from hour to hour. The Leader must 
immediately rcturn to the Kaiserht>f. 

At two 0'clock in the morn in g I am call cd up from the 
Kaiserhof. 1 go down at once and meet Chief of Staff 
Rühm, and Himmler. The moniing edition of the Tägliche 
Rundschau is publEshing an artide about Strasser's lurlicrto 
secrct resignation. This can only bc Strasser's own doing. 
I-Ierc he is proclaimed as the great man of the Party, ivho 
alonc is in a position to steer tlic Movement through its 
disastrous confusion. 'I’he articlc, of course, ends by Claims 
ing that Strasscr ought to be appointed Ilead of the Party, 
instead of Hitler. Strasscr publidy announces that he has 
gone away on leave, His letter to the Leader isa mastcrpicce 
of rhetoricaf pettEFoggery, We are all dumbfounded at such 
baseness. 

Treachery, treachery, treachery I 

Wc discufö the Situation: First Strasser's Organization 
within the Party must bc broken up. The Leader himsetf 
is to take over this Organization, and he appoänts Dr. Ley 
his Head of the Staff, The departments of “ Educalion of 
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the People " and of Agriculture are bdng uiadc independent.

Struggle in FuH-Scssion about cmergency-edicts and the 
amnesty, In our Faction everyonc b deeply depressed. The 
few who arc well informed about the affair again and again 
asscmblc small groups of the others to explam it a bit and 
put fresh heart Into them, A few pessimists disappear in 
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the mass of those who Termin firm. Strasser is gradually 
losin g ground. The praise of the Jewish Press espeeially 
is doing him harm. Plc htmself rem a ins in visible, They 
say he has left Berlin, 

Go to the Leader in the Kaiserhol to report. He is quite 
firm, and ready for battle. There can be no question oF

The Opposition Press is suddenly assuming a more modest 
tone again.

The six hundred kilometres from Munich to Berlin arc 
horrible. Du ring the whole night one sits in the prison 
cell of a sieeper I 

Arrive in Berlin at dawn, 

January znd t 1933. 

Things are even worsc than they had told me, Now 
I must set my tecrh if I am to keep going. If an Operation 
should prove necessary the Situation is hopcless. 

But the work has to begin again, and onc has to go back 
to it without letting others detect one’s tronblc. 

In the night a boy of the Hitler-youth has been murdered. 
The red ftst of Communism is again thront ening the Capital. 
Now and then one is overcome by mometuary weakness, 
but one must pull oneself together, and noL give way. 

The only consolation is work, I write a sharp article 
against the Commtmist Party, and prepare a report for our 
first assembly at the Sportpalast. Atterwards 1 listen ro 
a report from the year 1933? over the Radio, Brüning, Von 
Papen, and Schleicher are speaking. 

Who are going to be the Speakers in 1933 ? 

January 3 rä, 1933, 

All Conferences and däscussions are likc a dream to me. 
I state that the Organisation has gradually been re stör ed to 
order, but that the mood of the Party is still vciy depressed. 
Issue new Orders to the Head of the Press and outline our 
platis, Our Press in Berlin has tJevelopcd wonderfully. It 
is at least up to the level of the others (the bourgeois) papers, 
Jn a Conference with the District Leaders I once again 
manage to raise their spirits. X am firmly convinccd that 
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once this time of testing is over, we have the victory in our 
pocket, Again and again historical experte nee is proving 
true. Only a few people are on firc, the others merely seem 
to burn. ln rcality they merely rcflect the light of Lhe 
others. 

The Berlin Press has found a new subjcct; Strasser is 
to enter the Von Schleicher Cabinet in Order to save it from 
com niete failure, They say that he has alrcady held sevcral 
Conferences with tbe General, in which the conditiom have 
been made on which he will enter it, Wc have already proof 
that thesc discussions are a fac:l.. This is n troarhciy which 
has never yet been cornmitted again st the Party E Wc must 
be thankful tliat Fate has prcscrvctl us from taking this 
man over vithi us to pnw j er. 

The struggle for Berlin, too, mmt be carried through by 
new methods. 1 have already worked out another System 
of canvassing. In the hospital, things arc looking a üttk 
better, bm. the dangcr is still acute, 

I am plunging into w r ork in order to forget, Spcak at 
Schon holz and before the group Bark um in the evening. 
Far away in the Wedding district we hold an assembly in 
an einpty slied. It is overcrowded—I am not quite up to 
the mark, ln the Party, spirits are gradually rising again. 

A go-betw’cen informs me that things are pretty bad with 
V011 Schleicher. He is giving himself up, Höw long will 
it bc before the public will aSso give him up ? The crisis is 
conti nually increasing. We must wait for our decisive 
moment. 

The electoral contest in Lippe is beginning, We have 
succeeded in getring the necessary money for it. We shall 
concentrate all our energv on this small country in order to 
obtain the prestige of a success. lhe Party must again 
show that it can still bc victorious. 

January 4 th f 1933, 

1 do somc urgent work in Berlin, and after payiug a short 
visit to the hospital, I have to leave tn a sau and anxious 
mood for the Lippe contest. Via Hannover to Salzuflen) 
There a gigantic assembly has gathered to which I deliver 
an address at the top of my form, It is to bc antieipated 
that the contest will resuk well. Anyhow, we are doing our 
best, 

At night to Herford by car, and from there immediately 
back to Berlin. We shall make life hell for the Government 1 
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Gregor Strasser has arrived in Berlin. Will he enter the 
Ga beriet ? The Press is praising him up to the skEcs, What 
a shamc I 

January $th, 1933. 

The financial Situation of the dästrict Berlin is a üttle 
bettcr, but not gootl enough to carry through a new elecloral 
campaign. We must save money, and yct agitate. If 
necessary, we sball stäke everything on one throw- 

How willingly would 1 go on with the struggle in public 
by all means possible if only Fate would kave my private 
life undlsturbed. But this blow about my wife is all but 
too much for tue, and life is becoming unbearable. 

The Storni Troopers march through Berlin, Ten thousand 
havc asscrnhlcd at the Wittenbergplatz. An amazing sight 1 

The Sportpalast is overcrowded in the evening. A vciy 
touching funeral for ihc murdered Hitier-youth Wagnitz 
takes place; and then I squarc accounts with the Von 
Schleicher Cabinet. I demand entire power for the Leader, 
decline any compromise and declare that the Party will 
also wcather this crisis. Wc never have had such a wonder- 
ful night. Berlin is to the fore again, and the Sr.rasscr 
question no longer exists. 

The Conference betwecn the Leader and Herr von Papen 
bas taken place in Cologne, 1t was mcant to bc kept secrct, 
but through indiscretion, news of it got abroad and Von 
Schleicher is making use of it. The Cabinet seems to frei 
that something is up. The Press is full of misrepresentations. 

But there is one thing; the present Government knows 
that this is the end of them. If we are succcssful, wc camtot 
be far from pow r cr, 

January S th, 1933, 

ConsidcrEng the gratifying development in politics, I 
scarccly feel inclined to bother about the bad financial 
Situation, of the Organization. Once wc strike, all this will 
bc over. 

In the hospital, my wifc still hovers between life and 
dcath, 

The Berlin Press is unable to calrn down alter the Colognc 
Conference. One feels that the Government is stricken with 
tieurotic anxicty Their game is nearly up. 

In Lippe, we are going ahead. Tbc Leader has activdy 
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taken part in the struggle, consequently tbings are going 
right from the first. All prominent party members are 
agitating, It absolutely must be successful E 

January *jlh f 1933 . 

The Berlin jewish papers have discovered a new trick, 
They have trumped up a story that 1 had been up to some 
fish) financial business, But this calumny is too stupid to 
need a reply ; it is ahnost comical that just before the end 
they should invent things like this. 

The Hitier-youth Wagnitz is being buried. The whole 
population of Berlin accompanies him to the grave as if he 
were a king. At niidday we receive ihe corpse at the 
mortuary, and then an eudkss funeral processi on winds its 
way through the drizzling min of the Berlin suburbs, We 
march behind the cotfin of this murdered boy through 
etcmal walls of men for two and a half hours, The whole 
S.A., S.S>, and Hitier-youth follows, Hundreds of thousands 
of people are in the Streets. We re ach the cemetery at 
dusk and lay him back into the mothcrly bosom of the 
earth. Decply aflfected, the crowds remain Standing ncar 
the cemeteTy until midnight. Ten thousands are bidding 
their last good-bye to the sixteen-years-old Hitier-youth t

In the Lustgarten 200,000 people have assembled. A sigbt 
in the grey night-mist of the great city t I he old sotig, 
11 The good comrade," is sung, and afterwards we fling our 
declaration of w r ar into the face of the System, The crowds 
are firantic. Feeling in Berlin is highly explosive. After a 
visit ro the hospital, ! go home much depressed. 

The Press is still full o£ the Leaders Conference with 
Herr von Papen, They alrcady had an idca, but now they 
know what is on ehe carpet. 

January $th, 1933, 

,Speak at Spandau and Lichterfelde, The old Party guard 
of Spandau have paraded, They maintain splendid ordei 
and discipline. At Lichterfelde ihe Party has a morc middle- 
dass tone about it, but lierc also it is in exccllem fighting 
spirits. I fed the whole Party is in good condition tigaio, 
r Fhis is very necessary. for we have hard struggles and strains 
to undergo in front of us, 

At the hospital, things are unchanged. One can but hope 
and wait.

January 9 th f 1933 , 

I lcft for Lippe very dmmhearted. Ev train to Minden, 
and then through rain and dirt on to the distriet where the 
eiectjon h to be hdd, In the cvcning I speak tliree time* 
running, partlv in very small peasant villagcs ; all meetings 
are packeil The Berlin Press sneers at nur goiug to the 
villages. Hut all this is so satisfactory rotEting beiter could 
be desired, Gnce again one gel.s iato düic eontact with 
peo]>le r One speaks simply again, and without complka- 
tion$ h and afiove all, one is cönviucing, 

At Bielefeld 1 take a rest, and at night tneet the Leader. 
IIc gives me a minute report on the discussion with Herr 
von Papen. Things are lookäng well. If nothing mra- 
ordinary happens we may this lime be succeasful. Om 
previous daims are maintained, of course ; the Leader must 
take over the Wilhelmstrasse as Chancellor. Anyhow, the 
present Government has received no order to dissolve the 
Reichstag, That gives ns at least time to rccover. 

Everything now depends on the result of the Lippe com- 
test. If we are succcsslul, the Cabinet will fall So chat is 
where we have to conccn träte 011 r effoi ts. 

Tlie Leader is a genuine friend; not only in poluical. 
bnt also in private lifc, hc h an extremely generous and 
benevolent man. We must be gratefnl to him. 

Return to Berlin, Put in three hours' werk there and 
then prompt ly re turn to the Lippe comest. 

January 10 th, 1933 . 

Tn Berlin, the Leader has a discussion with Goering and 
mysdf. We are resolved to clcar the Party of Strasscr's 
last, few dangerous men. This purgation is necessnry in 
order to get the movement in a fighting condition again. 

So we hear Strasser Etas conceived the idea of drawing up 
a Hst of his own For a new Reichstag Election. Hut he will 
probahly make a big mistakc ; before a new contest comes 
on, we sha.ll perhaps l.ave tlie power. 

Spcak twicc the same night in the Lippe country, in small 
vJEages and before very simple peasants, 

At midriight in Detmold, where our Headquarters are, 
In all eircles of the Party Eiere, pcople are immeasurably 
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enibittered,against Strasscr. If we do not succeed in coming 
to power this time it w ill bc due to him. 

We spend the night in a wonderful and loncly water- 
castle , 1 surroundcd by beautiful country; hcre we can 
real ly get a good night’s rest, 

January izth, 1933. 

Wedncsday: My collaboratots oE the Propaganda Depart¬ 
ment cotne to see me, and vve discnss plans <?1 agitation all 
through the aEtenioon, We must not only face the possibility 
of a dinvnfall ot the Cabinet, but we must also liave scvcral 
strings to our bow. IE «ne way does not work, we must try 
another. 

We have set up new Headquarters oE the Party at Schloss 
Vinsebeck. It is wonderftil 10 work he re, sinee neither 
tdephone nor tclegrams cau disturb us. 1 he only trouble 
herc is that Berlin is so far away-, and ’ivc do not know how 
things nrc there. My personal and olher sortows are sucEi 
that one cannot foTgct thera even for a mintite, 

The Leader is still in Berlin, He has paid a visit to the 
hospitak and has thus shown to the whole family once more 
how gotxl a comrade and friend he is to us all. 

Spcak twicc irt the evening, The assemblies arc over- 
crowded evcryu’herc. After this 1 leave for Lemgo, where 
the Leader has just arrived from Berlin to address the 
mukitndc. I wait outside the door, listening to him for 
lialE an hour. The loud-speaker etiables me to hear Jiim 
where I am, 

By the applause we know when he has endcd, Thcre he 
comes through the gate, accompanied by Storni Troopers. 
bare-headed, rather pale and worn. Among the numemus 
cars he at once recognkes mine, He comes up and eontenls 
him seif with merely tdling me: "I have beeil to the 
hospital; your ivife is over the crisis ; her life is no longer 
in danger; politically, things are all right. See you later,” 

Theo we leave a long queue of cars, through rain and 
mist for Headquarters. 1 am quitc spcechless wieji relief. 

The Leader is staying with Baron von Oeynhausen itr a 
very old easile, where are received with magnifkent 
hospitality, Düring the evening the Leader teils me of all 
that has happened in Beidin, and I am 110w horrified to hear 
svhat l had not hitherto dared to think about, i.e. that at 
one time the doctors had given my wiie up. 

1 A iitediicva! towex surrounded by waier, 
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Political!y everything is still in Suspension. The Strasser 
clique is still agitating. Evcrything depends on the rcsalt 
of the Lippe tontest. So wc must work Jiarder still. None 
must spare himscli. Ar. thrce o'clock i fs the morning ue 
get, back to Vinsebeck, Thursday: Things are looking more 
vo-vy, I have the courage to tclephone to Berlin once more. 
1 he fever has conipletely gone, and my wifc is ämproving. 

If fort u ne should come to u$ uow, half so plentifully as 
misfortune has Jiitherto come, we cannat bc very far frorn 
succcss. 

In the afternoon we motor together to the Hermanns- 
denkmalj which Stands shrouded in mist, through u h ich it 
Ino ms inystital and ghostly. Massive, thrcatctiing, and 
grarni this gigantic monument riscs to the sky, its tipp er 
cmtlin.es disappeaving in the mist. 

In the evening speak thrce times. The riish beging at 
seven 0 clock, and mostly lasts until past mEd night. 

Dr. Ley has arrived at our quarters. We tnlk to late at night. 

I he Berlin Press is laughing scoriifully at the Leader 
having becn in Berlin. Once they spoke of him as of a 
fallen star, but if he appear in Berlin, ihey raise an outcry 
as if ei star had veritably fallen from the sky, as the Leader 
himself puts it. 

fanuary 13 ^/?, 3933 . 

The Leader comes to see us at Vinsebeck. Wc sit by 
the fireside, making plans for the future. 

Speak tivicc at Detmold in the evening, and aftenvards 
in a small village nearby. 

At midnight GOering also coincs to Vinsebeck. Strasscr 
is the eternal subjett of our discussion. if he succeeds in 
entering the Von Schleicher Cabinet, our victory will be 
postponed at least fov two montbä ; but even he will not bc 
able to withhold it in the long run. 

The Bei lin Press says that he is goäng to be appointed 
Vice-Chancellor next weck. The Jewish'Press is proclaim- 
ing him a great political genius. I should bc ashamed to bc 
praised in such a way by our enemies. The wholc is n 
mcan conspiracy against the Leader and the Party, and is 
mercJy despicabie. 

January 14t h, 1933 , 

Last day in Lippe.

<]ou on the Bulow Platz, The Communist Press has sounded 
tiie alarm, and overnlght the parade in consequence has 
developed into a matter of sigmiicance. The Wilhdmstrasse 
is still undecided whether to prohibit it or not. Finally they 
decide that counter-demons t rations by the Communists an- 
to l>c prohibited. We <lo not give way t but keep up our 
in teilt ion to bring off this demonstration, T3ie Jewish Press 
is instigating the people alpinst m in a shänieless way.

If it 
fails, they will suffer an irreparable loss of presttge. 

Wc only hupe the police will not thwart our plans, foi 35 
things stand, the Karl Liebknecht Housc could bc conqucred 
in one single assault. 

In the morning the Leader speaks at Frankfurt on the

Fetch the Leader from the Kaiserhol to the funeral of 
our S.A. comrade Maikowski. In the grey dritte of the 
rainy Sunday, the Berlin S.A. has formed up in front of 
ihe Cathedra!. Maikowski and policc-sergeant Zauriti are 
bcLiig alTectingly buried with State honouis. 

The Leader has to fly to Munich immediately after the 
Service in the Cathedra!, We set out on the Itrng march 
in the pouring rain, through dense masses of peopk, from 
the Cathedra! to the Invaliden cemetery. Nearly six hundred 
thousand speetators line the streets, For the first time the 
Police Force and the S.A. appear working in unisom 

Goering and I speak in the cemetexy. Wo briefly sketch 
the life and dcath of our dead comrade.

The terror thotigh has as yct not bcen dieebed, Ä new 
ivave of blood is flnwing over the country. 

Sj>eak in the evening at the overcrowdcd Tcnnishallcn 
to the Party fnnctionaries of the Berlin Organisation, T 
spend my last reserves of strength on this address, and am 
then laid np wiLh tlic 'flu, which falls due every time a 
eatnpaign of this sort opens. To bed with high fever, 

Impossible to move a limb during the wliok tlay. To- 
warcls evening I have my men summoned to my bedside 
to attend to the rnost urgent matters. I pay for it with 40 
degrees of fever in the night. 

My new Ministry is already fully prepared. The Leader 
hlmself is urging us on, and wishes the Ministry to be 
initiated immediately after the election. 

All Wedncsday I am still unable to work. The wholc 
house is i nfccted and rescmbles a hospital. I do things 
through with my men as much as possibfe, There is a good 
deal of worry, aggravated by bodily weakness. 

On Thursday I am real ly abte 10 get to work again. My 
men sit at my bedside for hours at a time discussing tletails 
of the campaign with me, At present we are still a little 
worried by finances; but we shalh I hopc. find a way out 
of the tigitt corner.

Work, and devotion to a great cause, enable one to get 
over everything. 
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February i oth, 1533, 

Hold my fitst Conference in the district again, surround ed 
by the emire propaganda appatatus of the Reich and Berlin 
district management. Onr good old campaigners have done 
splendid prepamory work, Wc shall manage it this time. 

The Sportpalast is alrcady packed by six o'clock in the 
evening. All the squares in the city swarm with people 
waiting to hear the Leader's Speech. In the whole Reich 
twenty to thirty millions inore are listening in to it. 

Drag myself to the Sportpalast, still weak with the illuess 
from which I have not yet fully recovered. On the platform 
first I address the Press, and then for twenty mimites at the 
microphone speak to the audicnce in the Sportpalast. It 
goes better t'han I had thought. It is a stränge experiencc 
suddenly to be faced with an inanimatc microphone when 
onc is used to addressing a living crowd, to be uplifted 
by the atmosphere of it, and to read the effect of one's 
speech in the express!011 on the Faccs of one's hearers.

This address will be rcecivcd with entbusiasm throughout 
Germany, The nation will be ours almost without a struggle. 

The inasses at the Sportpalast are beside thcmsclvcs with 
delight. Now the German Revolution has truly begun. 

'Piionc calls from different parts of the country report 
on the fine effect the speech has madc even over the Radio, 
As an Instrument for propaganda on a large stale the efficacy 
of the Radio has not yet been suff ident ly appieciated. In 
any case our adversaries did not recognize its value, AH 
the better, we shall have to explorc its possibilities. 

A number t»f Jl Red " prohteers have been removeri from 
their posts by Goering, What trumpery figures in political 
]ife thesc are whom destiny has given 113 as adversaries by way 
of a joke. They öfter no resistance, put ttp 00 sort of a fight, 
but rnerely beg to have the cost of their removal refunded.

Moreover, the other parts of Germany apparently still 
ignore the fact ihat a revolutimi is taking place, They have 
interpreted our tolcrance in the beginning as weakness, and 
think they can lead us by the nose. They will be thoroughly 
disappöinted. One fine day we shall fall on the offenders 
tike a sword of wrath and strike them and their arrogant 
insolenee to the groimd. 

Am with the Leader tili late at night, talking over the 
details of iny f 11 tune Ministry, We are going to found it 
immediately after the election. The sphere of my work is 
already defined, It will be very diFflcult for me, as I shall 
have to make cntircly new arrangements, but on the other

I ravel by night from Dortmund via Bochum to my 
native tovvn, We have brought our baby daughter along 
in a basket in the cav from Berlin.

We decide to call up the Gertrnn people on March 41h 
for a " Day of the Aw r akening Nation, 7 ' The Leader is 
going to deliver an address to the whole Reich in the even- 
ing Öyim Königsberg, In an unprecedentcd concentratioo 
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o£ all the possibilities of propaganda, the eainpaign h to bc 
brought to its culminating point, That will bring the bst 
wobblers over to our sidc. Our propagnnda is acknow 
ledged not only by Lhe German, but also the international 
Press, to be a model, and unique. We have gained such 
extensive cxpciience in this matter duriug the past clection 
campaign that we are able to win a victory over our adver- 
saries without diffieuky by <mr better methods, As it is, the 
other yide is so imimidated that it hardly utters a sound, 
Wc will now sliow them what one tan da with the Apparatus 
of the State, if one understands how to usc it. 

The rotary presse* are thundcring and votniting forth 
our ekelten material by the miIlion, A wonderful song of 
politkal forte and activity, 

[n the eveniug we go to the Opera with the Leader, Tor 
recrcation, and für the first time hear Wagner'* Liebes- 
verbot, This work already contains much of what tarne 
later in Wagner'* ^ork. Allhough the composition is as 
yct primitive, the music on the wholc is bold, and handlcd 
in a masterly manncr.

Noiv we have to act, 

Goering at once suppresses the entire Com m uni st and 
Social Democrat Press, Üfficials of the Commpnist Party 
are arrested during the night, The S.A, is warned to stand 
by for every conti ngency, 

Dash to the district, to inform everybody, and to prepare 
for all eventualities, The Leader confcrs with a hurnedly 
summoned Cabinet counril, We meet again shortly after 
at the Kaiserhof and discuss the Situation, One culprit has 
al ready been caught, a yoting Du ich CommunUt calkd van 
der Lübbe. 

Drive with the Leader to the editorial office of the 
Völkische Beobachter. We botli set to work there at once, 
writing leading articles and proclamations. I retirc to the 
d ist riet hall, io be able to dictate w ithout being imerrupteeL 
In the middle of the night Councillor of State Diels, of the 
Fruasian Ministry of Interior, comes to give me a detailed 
report as to all the Steps that have hitherto been taken. 
The arrests have been cfTected without difficulty. The entire 
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Communist and Demüeratic Press is already suppressed, If 
resistance is olle red, it will bc " line clear for the S.A. 

It is al ready morning w r hen I mect the Leader again at 
the Kaiserhof. The Press is in order. The direction of out 
aetion has been set by events themselves. Now we can set 
to work with a vengeance, The Communists will have been 
very much mistaken, They have proposed nur downfall 
but have dealt themselves the mortal blow. 

Two S A. men shot in Berlin during the night, They 
will not go unrevenged. 

Sperrt, and fsigged out, I get home at eight in the morning. 
One hour's slccp and then it is " shoulder to the wheel ” 
again at once. 

February s$ih f 1(333. 

Compose an elfecrive placard against the Socialists and 
Communists. No Marxist papers are published in the whole 
Reich any morc. Cioering has initiated ertcrgctic measurcs 
in Prussia against the " Red ” parties ; it will end with their 
complete destruction. 

The Cabinet has issued a Sharp decree against the Com- 
immist Party, This decree provtdes for Capital punishment, 
This is neecssary. The people demand it. 

Arrcsts upon arrcsts, Now the "Red” pest is beitig 
thoroughly rooted out. No sign of resistance anytvhcre. 
The opponents seem to be so ovenvhclmcd by our encigcLic 
aetion that they dare no longer off er resistance, 

Inspect the effects of the fire in the Reichstag, The Hall 
of Full session is a $ad picture of devastation. Wreckage 
upon wreckage The Communist Party will have to pay for 
it dearly. Indcscribable indignatton at this cowaidiy attentat 
is universal ly expressed. 

Now work procceds smoothly, The worst is ot er. We hopc 
that the last break down is happily overcomc.

Final 
decisions will be taken about this matter once the elcctions 
are over, 

We Start on a beautiful Right to Breslau. The Leader is

Goering is clcansing Prussia with zest and courage. It is 
nccessary in such an Augean stähle. The " Rehs*' have loh 115 
an inhcritancc dcfying description. If we had not Laken over 
power every [hing would have endcd in aterrible catastrophe. 

In the evening the Sportpalast and Tennishallen are 
packed. The Leader speaks and i$ in splendid form. The 
old Berlin members of thc Party greet hi na with tumultuous

March 4th t 1933 . 

The S.A. manches through Berlin in endlcss columm, 
Last pre parat io ns for thc clcction. The struggle has rcached

so we cannot Start by 'plane, but have to go by train. Work, 
and confer, oti the way. Things at Hamburg hang by a 
hair.

The meeting is excelleMly prepared, and 
the Leader delivers by fav thc best address of this campaign. 
He riscs to marvcllous heights oF oratory, The audience 
is greatly enthused. 

Fly back to Berlin early next morning; dTect an inter- 
mediate Unding, and Start again at oncc, after having got 
through the mast urgent work, 011 a Iovcly trip to Königs¬ 
berg, The great “ Day of thc Awakening Nation " has 
come, Land at two o'dock in the comnation town of 
Königsberg,

This hymn goes 
throbbing on the ethereal waves of thc Radio ovef the whole 
of Germany, Forty mdlion peopie are now Standing in thc 
squarcs and in thc streets, or are sitting in thc Bierhallen 
and their homes by thc Radio, and bccomc conscious that 
the new era has dawned. At this moment liundreds of 
thousands will decide to follow Hitler, and fight in his spirit 
for the revival of the nation. 

We hear at the acrodrome it is impossiblc to fly to-night, 
The route is shrouded in den sc fog, and therefore a Unding 
at Berlin is out of thc question, We have to rcturn to the 
horch where we find a pile of telegram^ fTOm all parts of 
thc Reich.

We alL meet the Leader in the evening and decide that 
Bavaria's turn is to eomc, Although a few timid souls out- 
side the Party still niake some reservatious, and suggest tlic 
resistance of the <l Bavarian Party of the People " and other 
nonseme, we are convinced Herr Held will bc no hero. 

In carrying through the revohuion we must have no 
consideraüon, for we have the power and must usc it 1 We 
need not fear resistance, Our enemy is so thoroughly 
defeated, they darc not raise a finger.

They present a marvellous spectade in the 
fog of the metropolis. 1 speak to them, also* on the occasion 
of che Bismarck cornmemoration. 
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From there with breakneck speed to the Miiegdberge, 
uhere one enjoys the wonderfuliy romamic niaure at the 
■ 1 Bismarck tower. 'I hc German students arc taking 

a vow ol loyaky to the Idca of the Reich. 

The Prt!j& is al ready working in complcte harmony. The 
ooyoott is a great moral victory für Gcrmany. We have 
shown foreign countries that we can call upon the wholc 
riation wuhoiit any comequent disturhances. T he Leader 
has hit upon the right thing to do yet Eigain. 

At mianight the boycott is called oft, of our own accord.

The arrangement ot the administrative department of 
my Ministry is combined with great difiiculttes. But here 
also wc slia.ll manage somehow to build up a strong Organisa¬ 
tion. 

The horrors Propaganda abroad Has perceptibly iessened. 
The Cabs net therefore derides not to ramme the boycott 
ior ehe present, hui to Leep it in the backgroimd as a 
permanent thrcat. 

In ihe evening wc arc inviicd out by the leading officers 
oE the Reichswehr. The Leader teils them about the early 
beginnings of ihe Party and relatcs episodes in bis life, of 
which most of them are still ignorant. The Leader is unique, 
His life is likc a thriiling novel. Hc has had the strängest 
carecr. 

April $th, 1933. 

The daily Conferences arc extremely trying. Am having 
to interview fiftcen or twenty pcople, and revert to a new 
subject every quartcr of an hom\ ln the evening one is 
completcly sjjont and worti out. 

And yet pcoplc complain that you do not listen to them 1 
Evcryonc wants to bc showo up to me immediately, but 
that is not quite so easy to manage. He believes one to be 
suriTounded by a Chinese wall 1 That is, of course, not 
rcmotely the c:ase. 

It is very necessary to-day to rcceivc forcigners, so as to 
give them a right idea of Germany. To-day I was vssited 
by a feiv Englisli journalists, and aftcr they r had gone a 
Sw iss 3 Janker camc to sec me. If otic takes the time and 
tronblc st is possEblc to convince forcigners of the righttiess 
of our Movement, 

The Organization of the Ministry is now compkte. 
Organizations in tliemselves do 110t amount to much, ii one 
doc$ not put the right men in the right places. Generally 
speaking, we Germans over-orgamze. One ought not to 
organize as much as possEblc, but only as far as necessary. 

April Gf/i, 1933, 

The family has flown to Cologne with my small daitghter, 
aged just over y?ix moruhs. 

I am up to my cars in work, 

Publish a prohibition of the selling of mere trifles 
decorated with national emblems, such as brooches, swects 

Q 
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with the Swastika flag on them, and so om This i$ impera¬ 
tive as fortunc-h unters of the worst sort havc sct to work 
evcrywhere to makc Capital out of the awakening o£ the 
German people, and to belittle it thus, The Movement 
docs not deserve to be deprived of dignity by dirty hands. 

Dr. Luther com es to say farewell: he is leaving Gennany 
a$ Ambassador to the U.S.A. He will certainly fulfil bis 
difikult mission with all prudence and discredon, Hc well 
unckrrstands in what my special ta$k consists. 

The forcigii Press, together with the whole Cabinct and 
the Diplomatie Corps, asseinbic in the Ministry o! Propa¬ 
ganda in the eveniog. The Leader and I speak; for the 
first time we publicly disetiss the mcaning of the so-called 
freedom of the Press, The Press has yet a great deal to 
learn before it grasps the Spirit of the new era. But otte 
has paticnce in Ehis direction, iE good will at least i$ 
evidenced, 

A late invitation to the Leaders, The Stahlhelm intends 
to submit to the Leader" s headshäp, That would be a great 
step for ward, The union oE organizations will fordbly lead 
to a union of the Reich* Only through central Nation shall 
we bc able to mould and unify the will of the German 
people, i.e tvhen wc have central autliority, and exercise 
a certain elasticity in guidancc, The Party can serve as 
modd to the whole State, 

The revolution we havc begun procceds witbout Inter¬ 
ruption. It will not bc long before partics will have ccased 
to exist* and the National Socialist Movement alone will 
Support the State, for which it is responsible. What we are 
now experiendng is only the transferring of our dy na mies 
and laws to the State, It is happening so rapidly one can 
hardly rcaüze it, It can now no longer be a question of 
enclosing the Party in the States the Party, on the contrary, 
has bceomc the State, Only then shall wc obtain that 
solidarity of kadership which Germany* compared to the 
other States, so sadly lackcd in bygone times.

Wo do thorough work. Things our adversancs considered 

impossibk to tackle, we bring off in a £ew hours without the 
slightest resistance. One may well say that to-day history 
is being remade in Germaoy. Our goat is an absolute 
ccntralization of the Reich, Step by step we approach it. 
And in the same measure as the welditig together ot the 
people prpgresses, the concentration of our national wdl- 
power also advances, At the end of this process Stands a 

united people in the United Reich. 

Our Situation with regard to foreign bills has developed 
rnore favourably than we had expected, Dr. Schacht s clear- 
sighted operations are already in cvidence.

The Berlin S.A. has assembled at the Sportpalast for a 
roll-call before the Leader. Throughout the Reich the S A 
will be calied up simultaneously. Säx hundred thousancl 
men stand in front of the man who summoned them from 
obscurity and guided them to a new consoousness of the 
State, It is the greatest summons of Ehe ma&ses the world 
has even seen, First I broadcast an account of the Berlin

April 1 2th f 1933. 

Work is Icsscning. One can motor out to the lakes of the 
March of Brandenburg and enjoy spring in full bloom.

To Cologne by "plane through heavy squalls and thunder- 
storms. \\ f e arrive in less than thrce hours. 

And then wc; motor down the Rhine via Dtircn and 
Godesburg, Koblenz, Mainz and up the Bergstrasse to 
Heidelberg. Everything is already smothered in fragrant 
bloom. 

What memo ries Heidelberg evok es \ It makes one pensive. 
Here it is one strolled through the st.rects as a Student, with 
01 ic's head full of high ambition. And all not so long ago l 
Tt has not in the least pakd in nietnory. 

Beautiful Freiburg I I had not seen the town für fiftecn 
years, and it äs quite the same as it was then, Karlsplatz, 
Schlossberg, the old chestnut trees just lighting their 
candles. 
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Erster is as perfect 35 if the $ky itself werc in alltance 
wrth us. 

April xSlh, 1933 . 

We runter through Freiburg, through tlic old streets 
and alleys, past thc Cathedral. I grow a trifle sad. 

All rcmams just as it was in my Student days, Wonderful 
drive through the spring verdure to Konstanz, Easter Sun- 
day dawns with irtdescribable magnificence. The Bodensee 
h bathcd in sunshine. 

We motor along the Bodensee past Meersburg, Lindau, 
Innsbruck, St. Johann, It is already dark whcn, we arrive 
at Berchtesgaden. An incredtibly lovely drive; through 
mountains and vaMcys, past lakes, castks and villagcs. 

At ninc o'clock in the evening ive are up on the Ober- 
salzberg with tlie Leader, and feel at home at once. 

Unfortunatdy I can only spend the day. 

April 17 th, 1933 , 

The Leader and I go into dctails about questions of the 
momem, We sha!! mafce the first of May serve as a fine 
demonstmion of our German purpose. On May and the 
houses bclonging to the Trade Unions are to be scized, 
This may cntail a fcw days' distuibance, but then they will 
hc ours. One must not be considerate in this matter any 
longer, We do the workman the Service of frecing him from 
parasitical leadership, a leadership whidh up tili now bas 
only made life hard for him, 

Once tlic Trade bnions arc in our hands the other partics 
and orgatiimions will not be able to hold out long. In any 
rase tfus decision has boen arrived at yesterday on the 
Obersalzberg. Thcre is no gotng back on it. Events must 
take their course. In a ycar's time Germany will be entirely 
in our hands. 

Whilst we are discusshig matters in the little lonely 
count ry housc up on the Obersalzberg, the crowd waits 
patiently oucside, They damour incessantly for the Iparier, 
utitil at last be goes out and shakes hands with hundreds of 
thcns r One feasts oncs eyes on the ehildlikc enthusiasm 
which the pcople feel for Hitler. 

Hitlenboys from Braunau (the Leaders native town), on 
their way through Berchtesgaden, are invited to the honse, 

I hey have lunch with us, and are radiant ly happy to- sit at 
tabic with him. 
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Tlie Leader also has to go back to Berlin. We leave 
together; and I leave my Family on the Übersalzberg. It 
is deeply affccting to drive through the country with the 
Leader, In every village the streets are black with people, 
cheering in spontaneous outbursts of enthusiasm. The 
children hand bouquets yf Flowers into the ear, They draw 
as ncar as posstble and Stretch up their tiny hands to him, 
At Traunstein the crpwd bars the road. An S.A, kader 
steps up to the car and asks Ehe Leader to stop for half an 
hour, as an old partisan, lying on his death-bed in the 
hospiud has only one last wish—to see him! 

The Leader turns back immediatdy, drives to the hos- 
pital and for the last time chsps the hand of his dying 
partisan. The latter expires a few hours later, 

Ü11 to Munich at breakneck speed. Catch the night train 
to Berlin at the last minute. 


April 18 th, 1933, 

Work has begun agaän at once, There are rumours every- 
where amotig the pcople of a seoond inevitable revolution. 
This can only mean that the first revolution is not yet com- 
plete. We shall soon have to bring Reaction to book 4 The 
revolution must stop at nothing. 

The personnel of my Ministry consists almost exclusively 
of young National Sotialiäts. Although they are not quite 
such ma$tcr$ of officia! procedurt as the old offidals, instead 
they bring enthusiasm and unspent idealism, 

Preparations £ov the first o£ May are being madc on a 
grand scale. We work as if it were a task set by the gcticral 
staff, The plan for the parade is ready. The only diFficulty 
is so few T places are big enough to serve as parade grounds, 
The demonstration must take place with exaet punctuality, 
Every eventuality must be foreseen. A slight error can lead 
to a great catastrophe, considering the enormous masses of 
peopte w r e propose to review.

April igtÄ, 1933. 

I have now settled the limits of my own Ministry In com 
nection with the other Mi nistries concerned. The limits of 
my de partment are defined in all directions. The entire 
cultural dcparEinent of the Ministry of the Interior now 
appertains to me.

The Leader's birthday, He himself is staying somewhere 
in Bavaria to t:vade all ovations in Berlin. Here die crowd 
is assemblcd in front of die Chancellory looking up at Isis 
wi ndows. 

Today it is given out as a sort of slogan for Berlin that 
** no omr gocs hungry in die Capital/' A vast philanthropic 
cfFort has been raten in hand to look aber die poor here as 
well as in Llit whole Reich. They are not to be put off lvith 
enipty promises, as was Formeriy the case 011 oHicial birthday 
cekbrations. 

Deliver an address on Hitler's birthday at the Charlotten-- 
bürg Opera House to the artists of the Capital, and make a 
report to the President of the Reich about the preparations 
for tlic Jirst of May in the aftemoon. The President is 
xnarvcllously fit, and his mental activity is splendid. May 
he be preserved to ns for a long time I 

In the aftemoon I speak over the wireless on the Leader s 
birthday, and describe him as the friend I know him per¬ 
sonal ly to be, 1 believe this the best way of celebrating this 
tnetnorable day. 

April üi st, 1933 . 

The Leader fintls his house full of birthday presents on 
bis arrival in Berlin in the morning. It is touching to see 
what people have sent him, from thiugs of great value down 
to the humble child's drawing, or to the embroidery of an 
old granny of Eine people. How happy he must feel to have 
won so much populär afl'ection. 

The irst of May gives us heaps of work to du. But I 
believe this succcss will be in proportion to the labour it

To Munich with the Leader by 'plane. The Chief of 
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Staff has come to an agreement with the Stahlhelm. The

At Munich the Leader speaks to the Dtstrict and S.A. 
leaders. ln a speech of three hours' length he describes the 
political Situation, He compktely rises to his great task as 
States man.

It is easy to speak to children if one understands their 
littlc souls.

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Proud and happy, Harald presents a large buuch of roses 
to President Hiiidenburg.

Similar news comcs from 
town,s and villages all over the eountry. 

1 sit iii the rear of the Leaders car as he drives in triumph 
through the masses of working people lining the streets 
from lEic Chanccllory to the Tcmpelhofer Feld, An in- 
describable drive !

TEic voices of the miälion and a half gathered 
in tlie Tcmpelhofer Feld are borne on the et her over the 
w r hole countiy, over towns and viHages, and cbomscs 11 
bc joming everywhcre, by the wrorkmen of the Ruhr di st riet, 
the sailors in the Hamburg barbour, the woodeutters fiom 
Bavaria, and the lonely peasant up in the north by the 
Masurian lakc-sifks. Nobody can hold bimsclf äloof ; hcre 
we all belong together, and it is no longer a hol low phrasc : 
to say wc have grown to be one sole people of brothers. 

And he who showed us the way is now Standing upright 
in his car, on his way back to bis workroom in the Wilhelm,* 
Strasse, through a “Via triumphal is ” forrued around him 
by the Hvitig bodies of men, 

To-morrow wc shall seize the houses oL' the Trade Unions, 
Thcrc will hardly be any resistanec anywhere. The struggle 
i.s going on 1 

Up in the Chancellory wc stand with the Leader in tlie 
window of his hörne* TEie songs and checrs of tlie crowds 
marching oET from tfic Tempelhofer Feld rcach us from afar. 

Berlin does not dream of going to rcst, and in unison with 
this hu ge city the entire Reich is yct thrilling with joy and 
emotion, and is coiisciotis of the great hour that compasscs 
the junction of two eras, the past and the future. 

This moment a column of marchers turns into the 
Wilhelmstrasse. Swastika banners (loat above it and tlie 
red flags are dipped beforc the Leader to greet him and his 
tvork in dienet and veneration. 

And out of the youthful throats Horst-'Wessel’s eternal 
hymn bursts forth: 

" Now Hlilcr’s flugs 5irt flying far and wide. . , 

We remain together tili daybreak. 

The long night is over. 

The sun has risen again on Germany !
